The tremendous German offensive 
at Verdun is gaining force hourly and 
new and serious breaches have been 
made in the French lines, Berlin an- 
nounces today. 
The fortress is now 
menaced from the east and southeast, 
as well as from the north and north- 
east. 


Not «oly has Fort Douaumont, one 
of 
the 
outlying 
defenses 
of the 
stronghold, been taken, but French 
resistance on the plain of the Woevrc, 
to the east, has been broken, accord- 
ing to the German bulletin, which re- 
ports that the German's are pursuing 
their beaten foe along the Woevre 
front to a point south of the Paris- 
Metz highway, which runs througn 
Verdun. 


The buckling up process being car- 
ried out by the Germans on both 
sides of the salient in which Verdun 
lies, if continued 
far 
enough will 
compel the evacuation of the fortress 
by the French, even should the Ger- 
mans not he able to readi it by di- 
rect assault. 


Although the substantial successes 
noted are officially claimed by the 
Germans, 
Paris 
has 
not 
conceded 
them. 
"After the last 
engagement 
our troops retained their positions 
in spite of the reputed assaults of 
the enemy, which no longer counts 
his sacrifices," the afternoon huUetia 
declares. 


Regarding Douaumont, the outly- 
ing fort, whose capture is announced 
by Berlin, the French statement de- 
clares in this 
region 
the battle is 
still raging, and has assumed a most 
sanguinary character. 


The presence of Emperor William 
with the troops on the German front 
is confirmed by today's Berlin offi- 
cial statement.

Tho last detailed information showed 
the French holding lines two and ono- 
half miles beyond Douaumont with this 
powerful fortress and its field works giv- 
ing steady support. 


The Pal^ Mall Gazette says the I-Yench 
are sustaining an assault equalling in 
intensity the hottest engagements of the 
entire war. 


Accoimts of the various sources agree 
that the fighting has been of a degree 
of intensity very imparallelcd in the 
war. Especially is this true of the artil- 
lery work, the Teutons having brought 
up many massive 12-inch and 17-inch 
guns from the Serbian and Russian cam- 
paigns and blasted out the French posi- 
tions with a pitiless bombardment 
of 
high explosive shells of these !arge cali- 
bres. 


The rain of shell-fire in the Septem- 
ber offensive of the allies ^yas at the 
time without 
precedent, but 
persons 
near the front declare it was feeble in 
comparison with the deluge of projectiles 
which at present is being poured upon ; 
the French trenches and fortifications 
from the maased batteries of the Ger- 
mans. The progress of the German drive 
is being watched wi€h intense interest 
In the allied capitals. 
Latest Paris ad- 
vices reflected the opinion of military 
observers that tho French lines would 
hold until a counter-offensive was ready 
to be launched.

announced today. 
The 
German attacks in the region of Douau- 
mont, east of the ]\Ieuse, have failed,'the 
war oflice said, notwithstanding repeat- 
ed attacks and tremendous slaughter. 


"Serious, but not disquieting," is the 
common phrase which is used today in 
official and 
parliamentary 
circles re- 
srarding the progress of the Germans in 
their 
attack 
against 
Verdun. 
Unof- 
fected by the snow storm the Germans 
hammered away all day Friday at thij 
French line, which, although unbroken 
at the end of the sixtli day of battle, 
was, hovi'ever, 
again 
rectified 
as a 
measure of prudence, the left wing be- 
ing drawn into Champneuville and the 
right being brought back a little south 
of Ornes. 
Tlie new front, barely three 
miles in 
length, 
e.vtcnds 
along the 
heiglits, oflering every advantage 
for 
defense and forjning one of the most 
formidable 
obstacles 
before 
the 
en- 
trenched camp of Verdun. 
It is in tliis 
narrow space that the crown prince is 
hurling his masses, 
ililitary observers 
,liere e.xpress the belief that the countcr 
offensive will be launched from this line 
at a pi-ecise and decisive moment and 
that it Avill drive back across the ground 
already covered with the dead bodies of 
their comrades, the battalions which arc 
being hurled forward ifi the most bloody 
assault which this war has yet seen.

Call is the dark horse long groomed by 
the st^ndpat republican leaders, headed 
by Mu^ay Crane and seconded by Boies 
Penrose, for the republican nomination 
at Chicago, in June. 
The Burton-Fair- 
banks-Hughes and other miscellaneoud 
delegates were to be delivered for him. 


McCall is governor of Massachusetts, 
He was for years a member of the house 
of representatives. 
He was chosen gov- 
ernor 
after 
being 
nominated 
as 
a 
straight 
republican, 
because the 
pro- 
gressive leader Bird endorsed him, 
Mc- 
Call received thousands of 
progressive 
party 
votes. 
Massachusetts 
progres- 
sives took Bird's word for it that Mc- 
Call was in some measure a forward- 
looking person. 
And because he was 
electe^l ;rovernor by this happy combina- 
tion of party factions, he was regarded 
by Crane and the other leaders as au 
ideal presidential candidate. 


Because the progressives are unwillipg 
to accept McCall as a "forward-looking" 
person the latter's record has been dug 
up and is no<v being, sent out to the 
country in order that all progressives 
may take note and oppose McCall even 
before the convention meets. 


Among the high points in the record 
as disclosed are these: He voted against 
the DolliA'er-Hepburn railroad rate reg- 
ulation measure and in the discussion 
of that measure was one of its ablest 
opponents.

the initiative, referendum and recall.

Washington, D. C„ Feb. 23.—"After 
more than eighteen months of naval 
war upon the Baltic sea between the | 
fleets of Germany and Russia, the first 
successful shot 
has yet to be fired 
against the mighty fortress of Sveaborg 
which guards the neck of the Oulf of 
the Russian capital,'' begins a primer on 
war ceographv just issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society at Washing- 
ton, "Sveaborg, best known as the 'iii- 
braltar of the Baltic,' powerfully se- 
cures its holders' control to all the 
wide basin of the Gulf of Finland, thus 
giving, them a most important base for 
deputing the control of the northern 
inland sea. 
It was the acquisition of 
this stronghold 
that 
constituted 
the 
strongest impelling force in Muscovite 
politics toward the conquest of Finland 
from the Swedes, 


"Across the ncck of the gulf from 
Sveaborg, lies Reval, the seat of other 
powerful shore defenses and of import- 
ant Russian 
navy-yards. 
These 
two 
points block the way from the Baltic 
against any naval power almost as se- 
curely as the forts Kilid Bahr and Cha 
nak Kalessi blocked the English ships 
at the Dardannelles. 
Reval is situated 
on a sharp bay at the northeastern gulf 
shore of Estonia. 
Sveaborg 
fortress 
stands just before Helsingfors, the cap- 
ital of Finland. 


'There are hundreds of small, thickly- 
wooded islands strewn over the coastal 
waters around Helsingfors. 
It is upon 
a group of seven of such islands, which 
are larger than their neighbors, that the 
almost impregnable 
Sveaborg fortress 
is built. 
Moreover, small redoubti and 
batteries are well concealed in several of 
the out-lying islands, which surround, 
like a thinly-flung skirmish line, the 
fortress near the coast. 


"^lany a vain seaward attack 
has 
shattered against 
Sveaborg's defenses, 
in by-gone days; and, in recent years, 
Russia has brought 
the strength 
of 
the place up to 20th century require- 
ments. 
It is said that more than 1,000 
guns arc mounted here; and 
several 
thousand soldiers are • quartered in the 
fortress even in times of peace. During 
the Crimean war, the allies attacked 
this point violently and without suc- 
cess. The story goes that English guns 
alone hurled more than a thousand tons 
of shot and shell into the fortress, al- 
most without apparent effect. 
It has 
fallen only once, and then bribery is 
-redited with victory and not the inrcs 
of arms. 
It surrendered to the Rus- 
sians without an effort at defense, sur- 
rendering at the same time that 
its 
gan-ison i^f six thousand men laid down 
their arms and turned over their for- 
midable defenses, the whole country of 
Finland."

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The Future of the Interurban 


One of the significant features of the recent convention of the 
Central Electric Railway association at Dayton was an address by 
Charles L. Henrj^ the big Indiana traction man, who took occasion 
to discuss the future of the interuban railway in the most optimistic 
fashion. Undoubtedly, too, Mr. Henry believes there, is full warrant 
for his forecast. He is not given to spread-eagleism, and his position 
In close touch with electric railway affairs of the middle states en- 
ables him to speak with authority. 


^ Mr. Heniy permits neither the depression of the past few years 
nor the advent of the jitney bus to dim the glow of the'electric rail- 
way's future. He is confident that further extensive development is 
assured and that we shall soon see a revival of electric railway build- 
ing exceeding even the rush that in a few brief years placed the in- 
terurban line among the big factorfe in American transportation. The 
public will gladly accept Mr. Henry's view of it. 
It profoundly 
trusts that as a prophet he may make good in abundant fashion. " 


No one nowadays questions either the utility or the desirability 
of the interurban line. In the case of Fort Wayne it might be diffi- 
cult to measure the advantage of electric line communication with 
other cities and to\\Tis in this section, but it is tremendous. The lines 
in operation are of first importance in a business way and they con- 
stitute a (convenience that would be sadly missed were the public to 
be suddenly deprived of this utility. 
The point of importance 
in the outlook as Mr. Henry views it is the prospect it opens 
for the carrying out of other interurban propects suggested here- 
abouts some years ago—the Hicksville and Toledo line, the Lake 
"Wawasee, Goshen and South Bend line, the line westward to Chicago, 
and perhaps others.. All of them have merit, all of them have 
awakened hopes and on some of them actual physical work was per- 
formed before conditions halted acti^nties in new interurban projects 
every^vhere. We shall be very glad to welcome the arrival of the 
better future for the electric lines that Mr. Henry is able to already 
glimpse afar.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 26.—The ap- 
pellate court has affirmed the Huntin^i- 
ton circuit court in holding that Harry 
Osterhaus. of 
Chicago, made an 
oral 
gift of thirty acres of Huntington coun- 
ty land to his niece, Dona Creviston and 
her husband, Jacob, and that her broth- 
er, Harry Osterhaus, is not entitled to u 
share in it as heir of his uncle. 


It is shown by the opinion that th9 
land was bought in 1909 by Harry Os- 
terhaus, a barber living in Chicago, but 
that his niece and her husband moved 
on the land, improved it and paid tax-iS 
on it. 
It also, is shown that Osterhau;! 
declared to several persons that he did 
not intend to 
fcultivaie 
the land, but 
that he bought it for Jacob and his 
wife, and if he wanted a place to live 
when he became old they would give it 
to him. 
He never executed jiny deed tu 
them, but the title continued in his own 
name, and in 1913, shortly Jbefore his 
death, a new deed was made to him to 
correct the description to raise money 
for Mr. and Mrs. Creviston to improve 
the farm. 


The appellate court says that theiv 


is enough evidence in the record of the 
declaration of Harry Osterhaus to oth- 
ers and the manner in which the land 
was held and used to support the judg- 
ment finding that the land was in fact 
given to IMr. and Mrs. Creviston.

leterous to the coach who numbers his 
players. 


"Te unfairness of the present system is 
obvious for if a rival scout can analyze 
my 
plays, greatly assisted by the fact 
that my pla.vers are numbered, we are 
taken at a gi-eat disadvantage if we have 
not the same 
privilege."

Models 


With the Anthony Wayne monumont 
coramittco still undecided as to uliicli 
model among: those suhmittcd to deeido 
i^oii, the relic room at the court liouse 
is as interestiufif a spot as the art lover 
Avill find in nortlicru Indiana. 
Here iue 
thirteen equestrian statues of An'tliony 
Wayne, submitted by seven artists who 
bavc entered the monument 
competi- 
tion. And in addition to the equestrian 
statues there are several other mnnu- 
mental suggestions which will not comc 
into consideration. 


The relic room on the third floor (ff 
the court house ia a miijhty intcrcstinij 
place, even without tha statues, and 
its existence and location are known to 
Entirely too few people. 


But since the placin;» of the first of 
the statues in the room by Charles J. 
Mulligan, the Chicago sculptor, over a 
year ago, more people have talten an in- 
terest in the room, and today, with the 
walls lined with the models, hundreds 
of spectators enter the place in a »lay. 


Mulligan's statue was the first sub- 
mitted, but it was not until some time 
later that tJje other artists began to send 
in their work, and it has been only in 
the past five or six weeks that the col- 
lection has been of any great extent. 
Varieties of Types. 


It has been said that Anthony Wayne 
was a man of many varieties of person- 
ality, a many-sided man. 
History tells 
of incidents that bear out this state- 
ment and the letters of the gi-eat war- 
rior are proof. 


Tiie work of the various sculptors 
sliows an interesting effect the study 
of the life of Wayne hitp had on each, 
liach "painted the thing as he eaw it," 
and each got a different viewpoint, a 
different idea, a different conception of 
tho man. 


In 
Mulligan's 
statues 
the 
man 
Is 
rough and tlic horse is rough. The sculp- 
tor thought of tlie hardships of frontier 
life, and in his model has expressed 
this idea. 
The liorse is not the caro- 


fully tended animal of a city gentle- 
man, and Wayne's uniform is wrinklecr. 
And the face is rough, weatherbeatan, 
and without a great expression of keen 
intelligence. 
On tlic other hand, one of 
the Harvey models has the horso step- 
ping it nicely, with Wayne in military 
position, and his facc the facc of a 
thinker. 
History was what both men 
started with, but they followed differ- 
ent phases of the life of the general. 


And there is another statue, near the 
door, and which is said to bo the work 
of an artist who is hardly more than a 
boy. And in this one the iiorso is tired» 
and the man is tired, and he ia sliding 
away down on one side pf the saddle, and 
peering out into the distance. And tJiia 
face is the face of a dreamer. And his. 
tory tells that Anthony \\'^ayne was a 
dreamer. 


It is an interesting study, this series 
of mounted men who are the conceptions 
of artists who Tiave read the life oi 
iVIad Anthony Wayne, and it gives a 
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great deal better understanding of the 
many-sidedness of the man that any 
one history or textbook could give. 


Many Artists Entered 
Many artists of nation-wide reputa- 
tion have submitted models that are on 
display, and it matters not which mod- 
el is chosen, the sculptor who does the 
work will be noted for other irreai; 
statues ho has done. 


The models in the court house arj 
small in every case, some of them be- 
ing only two -feet or eighteen inchcd 
high without tho pedestals upon which 
they arc mounted. 


However, there are some others as 
high as three and -four feet, and stand- 
ing six and eight feet off th« floor on 
their bases. 


The niodels are made of plaster of 
paris in some cases, some arc worked in 
modelling clay, and others are made in 
other plaster substanceB. 
The models 
are bein^ judged by the monument com- 
mittee, and when one is chosen the ar- 
tist will be summoned and the commit- 
tee will discuss with him the best ways 
and means of accomplishing' what they 
desire. 


Then the big model will be made and 
then poured and set in position on ii 
pedestal of stone to be designed by the 
maker of the statue.

are 
shown examples c»f the work of u num- 
ber of the contestants, as follows: 


In the upper left hand corner and in 
the lower right liand corner are seen 
the work of Geoi-ge E. Ganier, who has 
a number of models on exhibition. 
In 
the upper centcr is the statue submitted 
by Leopold Bracony, of New York, an 
artist of world fame, who only recently 


completed a bust of Cardinal Fiirh;y, 
The upper right is one of the sevcnU 
models submitted by Eli Harvey. 
Thi 
children in the loAver left hand corner 
were Ihishlighted as they studied Vit- 
ters big btonzed niout-l. 
Fred C, Hib- 
bard, of Chicago, one of tho first to 
submit models, is the designer of tha 
model in the lower center.

We acknowledge receipt of your answer to our proposal to furnish cniN 
rent for operating the same number and kind of municipal street lights as 
operated by the municipal plant for 1915 for $12,000.00 on a moonlight sched- 
ule. or for $21,000.00 on an all-night, every-night schedule, such as is used in 
nearly every other city the size of Fort Wayjic, and respectfully submit that 
your charge that this company in making such a ])roposal 
''Playing Poli- 
ties,"' is fit least very'amnsing. 
It is the i)oliticiims Avho live on ])olitics that 
always ])iHy the political game. 
There is no -more politics in the proposition 
'submitted to you than th(M'e Avould be in an oftVi- by any business man fo sell 
you a ton of coal or a pair ol" shoes. It was hoped that, the proposition would 
be considered solely on business prinoi])b\s, without the in.jectiou of politics, 
misrepi-escntation, sophistry or ])ersonal abuse, which are never useful in solv- 
iing any business i)roblems, and in wiiich we shall not follow your bad ex- 
an}i)le.

in answer to this (company's pro|)osal to furnish elt^eti-ic current for 
$12,000.00 per annum, you say that tlu' (!i1y "Mainifatdui-cs the same service 
under your $12,000.00 ulïcr for $4,055.02 less/' which would be for $7,944.38. 
AVhy then, do you charg(! aitd c.oJIect for this service the sum of $51,543.00? 
Even if you add tiic above mainienajice cost of $8,106.13 claimed by you, to 
your cost of manufacture of $7,144.38, which would make $15,250.51, your 
charge to the taxpayers is still three times the actual cost of manufacturing the 
current and operating the munici[)al street lighting plant. 
You assert that 
the municipal street lighting department should earn a small profit. Do you 
regard 200 per cent, as a SMALL profit? The general taxpayers, whose money 
paid for the plant, should certainly get a street lighting service at as nearly 
actual cost as ])0ssible. 
Your admission is proof positive that the charge of 
$53.00 per annum for the suspended type arc lami»s, and $56.50 for the orna- 
inental arc lamps is highly exorbitant. 
, 


You do not and cannot deny that for the year 1915, the mlmicipal are lamp 
system consumed 963,220 K. W. hours, METERED AT YOUR POWER 
HOUSE-ior which the municipal plant charged and received from the general 
funds paid in by the taxpayers, the sum of $45,817.50, which is $.0476 per K. 
W. hour, while at the same time, yon sold eui-rent to small eonsujuers at the 
rate of $.0277 per K. W. houi-, METERED AT THEIR PLACE OF BUSINESS, 
and when the transmission loss is taken into consideration, your charge* to the 
taxpayers for the very large amount of current supplied by their own plant, 
yfos more than double the charge to the small consumers. 


Agayi, according to the books of the municipal plant, as testified to by Mr. 
Wessel, in the brief and only partial examination before Judge Clarke, one of 
the Public Service Commissioners, on January 3rd, 1916, the 656 municipal 
arc lamps consumed in 1914, 1,229,385 K. W. hours, for which the taxpayers 
paid $34,806.10, while in 1915 the 663 arc lamps in use consumed only 963,- 
220 K. W. hours, or 266,165 K. W. hours less than in 1914, but the taxpayers 
paid $45,817.50 in 1915, which is $11,440.00 more than in 1914, while they re- 
ceived less light measured by 266,165 K. W. hours. 


You charge that the $1,483.90 deducted in 1907 for outages against this 
company was because the company ''Became careless in the maintenance*of 
your public system on the theory ^hat the outages would amount to less than 
the cost of efficiently keeping your system in condition to give proper service 
and properly light the street«." We assume, therefore,^;hat you are willing to 
concede the same reason for the great number and length of outages of the 
present municipal street lamps^as now operatecT, because your lamps are 
new and of the best manufacture, and their outages can "only be accountecT for 
by lack of care as you contend; or perhfips, because when they are out, they 
do not consume electric current, but the full charge of $53.00 and $56.50 per 
lamp is maintained, whether they burn or not. 
Tho increased cost of caring 
for the lamps and the largely tliminislied consumption caused by the outages 
may be a clever municipal scheme to put unjustifiable burdens on the public 
lighting paid by tlie taxpayers, in ofder to make a better showing of alleged 
profits on the- conimerciial side. 


THESE ARE SOME ADDITIONAL 


FACTS: 


The books of the municipal plant, as shown and testified to by its book- 
keeper before Judge Clarke, show that the municipal plant furnished one of 
its customers, motors for which the City paid $655.00, and for which the cus- 
tomer 
paid 
only 
$550.00, or $105.00 less than cost; that an electric 
sign was erected ior a Gity customer for which the City paid $32.00 and no 
charge therefor was made on the books; that a special light was put up at a 
moving picture show-place on Fairfield Avenue and light supplied from the 
municipal lighting wires and no charge made therefor; that a lamp and fix- 
ture were put up at another moving picture place on West Main Street and no 
charge made therefor. 
Are. these thing "Playing politics" or "Playing 
favorites?" It is fair to say, however, to you as members of the Board that 
while the municipal plant is under your general supei'vision and control that 
you do not and cannot give attention to all the details of its business and should 
not be held i-esponsible for the above accounts or other details of the manage- 
ment which may not have come to your knowledge. 


You charge that our offer "Contemplates the use of over $100,000.00 of the 
City's property without cost to you." If you read our offer you must know 
that it does not contemplate the use of any of the City's property for our use. 
]t asks only that the Mercury' Arc Rectifier Sets (which are owned by the City 
and used only for rectifying the current for the ai'c lamps after the current 
passes through the meter) "shall be transferred to the Company's power house 
on Spy Run Avenue at the Company 's expense for the use of the City under 
the contract. The title to all such ^rectifiers to remain in the City and shall be 
returned to the City and set up in its plant at the termination of such contract, 
at the Company's expense, in as good condition as they now are, excepting the 
usual wear and depreciation." 


You know, also, that these Mercuiy Arc Rectifiers did not cost even as 
much as $20,000.00, and that they were to be used only for rectifying the cur- 
rent after it had passed through the meter at our power house and during the 
contract, and if you accepted the proposal, you would have no use for them 
at your power house. 


You further say to us: 
"You again fail to call attention to the fact in 
I)rcsentingyour proof of the fairness of the $70.00 rate, that you at that time 
used solely tiie Philadelphia Moonlight Schedule, which means that the lamps 
Avould burn only on nights not scheduled as moonlight, but on nights that 
Avere scheduled as moonlight, or partial moonlight nights your lamps were not 
supposed to burn." This statement is not a fact and evidently you have not 
read the contract entered into between the City and the Fort Wayne Electric 
Light and Power Company, which expressly provided for: 
"324 or more 
electric arc lamps and to keep the same lighted according to the Philadelphia 
Moonlight schedule and AT ALL OTHER TIMES AT NIGHT WHEN THE 
MOON IS OBSCURED, and the Mayor of said City, or the Board of Public 
Works shall direct lamps to be lighted." 
The schedule on which the streets 
were lighted by the Fort Wayne Electric Light and Power Company, and sub- 
sequently by the Traction Company, was exactly the same schedule on which 
the streets now are and have been lighted since the construction of the munic- 
ipal plant. That was the usual schedule twelve years and more ago, but today 
every progressive city uses the all-night, cvery-night schedule. 


Our proposition to furnish the current for an all-night schedule was "AJl- 
night, every night from pne-half hour after sun-set, to one-half hour before 
sun-rise." This is a schedule of 4,000 hours, and yet you say you are "giving 
a schedule of 3,327 hours within 300 hours of the all-night schedule, the one' 
proposed by your $21,000.00 offer.;' The difference hptween 4,000 and 3,327 
hours is 673 hours instead of 300 hours, as stated by you; but in your claim of 
3,327 hours you count the full number of hours your lamps are SUFFOSliD 
to burn, whether they give light or not, because you do not keep any account 
of the outages and your policemen do not n W keep account of or report 1;he 
outages as they'did when the Traction Company supplied the lighting. 
How- 
ever, the people of th^ City know the condition of the public lighting in the res- 
idential and out-lying districts where they cannot have police protection with 
the small number of policemen, and where an all-night system of lighting is 
therefore necessary' for their safety. 


You claim that the comparison of the amount paid to the Traction Com- 
pany for the year 1907, the last year the Company supplied the lights, with the 
cost to the City for the year 1914, was not fair, because the outages in 1907 
were greater than in former years. It is ti-ue that the deduction made for out- 
ages for 1907, as reported_by the policemen, was $1,165.00 greater than for the 
preceding year, but your claim of alleged profits for 1914 was also $1,185.00 
greater than for any preceding year, so that it would seem that the compari- 
son in this respect is fair. 


You claim that it is unfair to deduct the $5,405.00 paid to the City in^ 
1907 for pole tax, which would^have increased with the growth of the city and 
the consequent number of poles, and which ceased when tlie City took away 
the public lighting and thereby destroyed the value of the Company's invest- 
ment in its street lighting plant. The actual profits of any transaction'depend 
upon the acrtuai net results. Mr. Wessel made his comparison of alleged sav- 
ings by taking $70.00 as the amount paid per arc lamp, when, if he had read 
the contract or examined the City's books, he vrouUl have leanuMÌ that the 
contract provided for deduction for all outages, which were withheld from the 
contract price, and that the City was then receiving from the Traction Com- 
pany $5,405.00 for pole tax, which it lost when it took away the street lighting. 
Both these items are necessary to be taken into consideration in any fair com- 
parison of the actual net results or actual not profits to the City- Wheu these 
two items alone arc considered, the City lost forty-four cents per nrc lampj or 
a total of $248.95 for the year 1914, as stated in our proposal. 


Again, you say tliat the investment iii the municipal plant'al the end of 
the year 1914, was $588,204.95, and that only $349,441.34 was paid in taxes. 
You mean, of coui-se, that $349,441.34 was all that was paid in taxes urfder the 
(Special levies of seven and one-half cents. But who paid the difference? You 
know that out of the generai funds of the Cit}-, paid in by tlu? taxpayers under 
the general levy, there was paid out to the lighting department the following 
sums for the following years :

Trhich sum of $168,693.20 was paid out for the arc lamp lighting svsteia In 
payment of the exorbitant charges of $53.00 and $56.50 therefor, and that 
these exorbitant charges are inade and the burdens increased upon the general 
taxpayers in order that you may furnish light to private consumers at less than 
a reasonable cost and thereby make an unfair sliowing of profits for commer- 
cial* lighting. 


In your claim of a pi'ofit of $89,299.49 for the year 1914, you make no de- 
duction therefrom for interest on investment, losii-'-Ìf taxes, depreciation, ob- 
solescence, or the hazzards of the business. Let us see how the account prop- 
erly stated, even on your own claim, would stand:

if reasonable and proper charges werc made for the public street lighting. 


The above account does not take into consideration anything for obso- 
lescence or the hazards of the business, which amount to vei'y considerable 
sums, but which cannot be determinetl in advance. 


As a matter of comparison, we wish to call your attention to the fact thai 
a contract was recently made by the City of Indianapolis with one of the pri- 
vate corporations of that city, which furnished, equipped and paid for the en- 
tire installation necessarj' for the furnishing of something in the neighborhood 
of 4,000 street arc lamps, and cares for the maintenance and operation of them 
and is supposed to make and pay a reasonable return to the stockholders for 
the large investment, and operates all lamps on an all-night, every-night 
schedule for a lamp consuming 450 watts, giving 1,200 candlepower of light, 
for a cost to the city of $38.00 per arc per annum. The lamps being operated 
at present in thi^ city consume 320 watts, give approximately BOOsiandlepower, 
for which a charge of $53.00 and $56.50 is made. By this comparison you will 
ndte that they are furnishing at Indianapolis 100 per cent, more light on the 
streets in addition to furaishing 130 watts more per lamp and their price » 
$15.00 per lamp léss than the pric^ charged at present in this city. This, we 
are quite sure you must concede, pr<^ves that the present rate charged in Port 
Wayne is exorbitant.

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The Future of the Inteiurban 


One of tho significant features of the recent convention of the 


Central Electric Railway association at Dayton was au address by 
Charles L. Henry, the big Indiana traction man, who took occasion 
to discuss the future of the interuban. railway in the most optimistic 
i'ashion. Undoubtedly, too, Mr. Henry believes there is full warrant 
for his forecast. He is not given to spread-eagleism, and his position 
In close touch with electric railway affairs of the middle states en- 
xbles him to speak with authority. 


Mr. Henry permits neither the depression of the past, few years 


nor the advent of the jitney bus to dim the glow ol! the electric rail- 
way's future. He is confident that further extensive development is 
assured and that we shall soon see a revival of electric railway build- 
ing exceeding even the rush that in a few brief years placed the in- 
terurban line among the big factors in American transportation. The 
public will gladly accept Mr. Henry's view of it.. 
It profoundly 


trusts that as a prophet he may make good in abundant fashion. 


No one nowadays questions either the utility or the desirability 


of the iiiterurban line. In the case of Fort Wayne it might be diffi- 
cult to measure the advantage of electric line communication with 
other cities and towns in this section, but it is tremendous. The lines 
in operation are of first importance in a business way find they con- 
stitute a convenience that would be sadly missed wero the public to 
be suddenly deprived of this utility. The point of importance 
in the outlook as Mr. Henry views it is the prospect it opens 
for the carrying out of other interurbaii propects suggested here- 
abouts some years ago—the Hicksville and Toledo line, the Lake 
Wawasee, Gosh en and South Bend line, the line westward to Chicago, 
and perhaps others. All of them have merit, all of them have 
awakened hopes and on some of them actual physical work was per- 
formed before conditions halted activities in new interurbau projects 
everywhere. We shall be very glad to welcome the arrival Of the 
better future for the electric lines that Mr. Henry is able to already 
glimpse afar.

Game Protective Association.) 


Tile opossum looks like a. giant rat. It 


is tho only animal ot the "pouched" va- 
riety found in this coxmtiy. It has a lung 
pointed nose like the rat, while with the 
?rcat baro tail can hold on to a limb like 
a monkey. 
The fur is gray and is long 


and soft. 
Opossums arc usually found in 


well wooded places, making their dens In 
the ground, under stumps and rocks and 
in hollow logs. They arc absolutely de- 


fenseless against any enemy. Lika the 
"coon and the skunk; the opossum sticks 
close to home in the cold weather. 


As In other kinds of small fur trapping 


precaution should be used as other ani- 
mals of more prudence may fall victims 
to your set. Make your set along a gMly. 
a fence, in hollow »tumps and trees or 
holes in the rocks. Use a No. 1 trap, with 
none too strong spring, ns the animal's 
feet and less are tender. Bait with rabbit, 
fresh or tinted meat, mViskrat or fowl.

Relic Room in Court House is Filled 


With Interesting Wayne Statue Models

With tlie Anthony Wayne monument' 


committee still undecided aa to which 
•model among those submitted to deckle 
upon, the relic room at the court house 
is as interesting a spot aa the art lover 
•will find in northern Indiana. Here are 
thirteen equestrian statues of Anthony 
Wayne, submitted by seven artists who 
lave entered the monument competi- 
tion. And in addition to the equestrian 
statues there are several other monu- 
mental suggestions which will not come 
into consideration. 


The relic room on the third floor of 


the court house is a mighty interesting 
place, even without the statues, anil 
Its existence and location are known to 
entirely too few people. 


But since the placing of the first of 


the statues in the room by Charles J. 
Mulligan, the Chicago sculptor, over a 
year ago, more people have taken an in- 
terest in the room, and today, with the 
walls lined with the models, hundreds 
of spectators enter the place in a 


Mulligan's statue was the first sub-' 


mitted, but it was not until some time 
later that the other artists began to send 
in their work, and it lias been only in 
tho past nve or six weeks that the col- 
lection Las been of any great extent. 


Varieties of Types. 


It has been said that Anthony Wayns 


was a man of many varieties of person- 
ality, a many-sided man. History tells 
of incidents that bear out this state- 
ment and tho letters of the great war- 
rior are proof. 


The work of the various sculptors 


shows an interesting effect the study 
of tho life of Wayne has had on each. 
Each '-'painted the thing as he saw it," 
and each got a different viewpoint, a 
different idea, a different conception of 
the man. 


In Mulligan's statues the man is 


rough and the horse is rough. The sculp- 
tor thought of the hardships of frontier 
life, and in liis model has expressed 
this idea. The horse is not the care- 


fully tended animal of a city gentle- 
man, and Wayne's uniform is wrinkled. 
And the face is rough, wcatlierbcat.su, 
and without a great expression of keen 
intelligence. On the other hand, one of 
the Harvey models has the horse strip- 
ping it nicely, with Wayne in military 
position, and his face the face of a 
thinker. History was what both men 
started with, but they followed differ- 
ent phases of tho life at the general. 


And there is another statue, near the 


door, and which is -said to bo the work 
of an artist who is hardly more than a 
boy. And in this one the horse is tired, 
and the man is tired, and lie is sliding' 
away down on one side of the saddle, and 
peering out into the distance. And this 
face is the face of a dreamer. And his- 
tory tells that Anthony Wayne was a 
dreamer. 


It is an interesting study, this series 


of mounted men who are the conceptions 
of artists who have read the life or 
Mad Anthony AVayne, and it gives a

groat deal better understanding of the 
many-sidedness of the man that any 
one history or textbook could give. 


Many Artists Entered 


Many artists of nation-wide reputa- 


tion have submitted models that are on 
display,^and it matters not which mod- 
el is chosen, the sculptor who does the 
work will be noted for other great 
statues he has done. 


The models in the court house arj 


small in every case, some of-them be- 
ing only two feet or eighteen inches 
high without tho pedestals upon which 
they are mounted. 


However, there are some others as 


high as three and four feet, and stand- 
ing six and eight feet off tha floor on 
their bases. 


The models are made of plaster of 


paris in some cases, some are worked in 
modelling clay, and others are made in 
other plaster substancee. 
The models 


are being judged by the monument com- 
mittee, and when one is chosen the nr- 
tist will be summoned and the commit- 
tee will discuss with him the best ways 
and means of accomplishing what they 
desire. 


Then the big model will be made and 


then poured and set in position on it 
pedestal of stone to be designed by the 
maker of the statue.

Wo acknowledge receipt of your answer to our proposal to furnish CUP- 


rent for operating the same number and kind of municipal street lights as 
operated by the municipal plant for 1915 for $12,000.00 on a moonlight sched- 
ule, or for $21,000.00 on an all-night, evcry-niglit schedule, such as is used in 
nearly every other city ihe size of Fort Wayne, and respectfully submit that 
your charge that this company in making such a proposal was "Playing Poli- 
tics," is at least very amusing. I|, is the politicians who live on politics that 
always play the political game. There is no more politics in the proposition 
submitted to you than I hern would be in an offer by any business man to sell 
yon a (on of coal or a pair of shoes. It was hoped thai the proposition would 
hi: considered solely on business principles, without the injection of politics, 
misrepresentation, sophistry or personal abuse, which are never useful in solv- 
iing any business problems, and in which we shall not follow your bad ex- 
ample, 
n 


Too much polities is the curse of modem municipal government, in which 


every business proposition and investment in this city is considered solely with 
a view of "catching votes,'.' without regard to the interests of the taxpayers 
who foot the bills. By an appeal io "polities," the office-holder usually seeks 
,to distract the attention of the people from the real facts of the public busi- 
ness. WHAT THE PEOPLE WANT ARE THE FACTS, ESPECIALLY AS 
SHOWN BY THE CITY'S OWN BOOKS! 


You have not even attempted to dispute the correctness of the figures 


taken from your books and set forth in our proposal. 
The municipal 


plant, as shown by its books, charged and received from the general funds of 
the City, paid in by the taxpayers, the-following sinus for street lighting: 


For 1914 : 
$50,998.66 


For 191") 
51,5-13.00 


The money of the taxpayers built and equipped the municipal street light- 


ing plant, including its poles, wires, transformers and all other necessary ap- 
pliances, and the abutting property owners were assessed for and paid for tho 
ornamental street lighting system. In the claim of the alleged profits of the 
municipal electric plant, no charge is made or account taken for interest on the 
investment by the taxpayers, or the loss of taxes by the destruction of the 
former plant for street lighting, for depreciation of the municipal plant, for 
obsolescence, or the hazards of the business, all of which must be, under the 


. law, taken into consideration in determining cither reasonable rates or profits. 


The report of the State Hoard of Accountants, to which you refer, shows 


that the following charges were made for municipal consumption for the year 
11)14:

which was an increase of ,$3,180.15 over the charges for the same service in the 
year 1913. 


Tn answer to this company's proposal to funiisli electric current for 


$12.000.00 per annum, you say that the City "Manufactures the same service 
under your $12.000.00 offer for $4.055.92 less," which would be for $7.944.38. 
Why then, do you charge and collect for this service the. sum of $51,543.00? 
Even if you add the above maintenance, cost of .$8.106.13 claimed by you, to 
your cost'of manufacture of $7,144.38. which- would make $15.250.51. your 
chargo'to the taxpayers is still three times the actual cost of manufacturing the 


. current and operating the municipal street lighting plant. 'You assert that 


the municipal street lighting department should earn a .small profit.- Do you 
regard 200 per cent, as a SMALL profit? The general taxpayers, whose money 
paid for the plant, should certainly get a street lighting service at as nearly 
actual cost as possible. Your admission is proof positive that the charge of 
$53.00 per annum for the suspended type arc lamps, and $56.50 for the orna- 
mental are lamps is highly exorbitant.

You do not aud cannot deny that for the year 1915. the municipal arc lamp 


system consumed 963.220 K. W. hours. METERED AT YOUR POWER 
HOUSE for which the municipal plant charged and received from the general. 
funds paid in by the taxpayers, the sum of $45.817.50. which/is $.0476 per K. 


• W. hour, while at the same time, you sold current to small consumers at the 
rate of $.0277 per K. W. hour. METERED AT THEIR PLACE OP BUSINESS, 


'• and when Ihe transmission loss is taken into consideration. your'cliarde to the 


, .taxpayers for the very large amount of cm-rent-supplied by their own plant, 


jvas more than double the charge to the small consumers. 


. Again., according to the books of the municipal plant, as testified to by Mr. 


Wessel. in the brief and only partial examination before Judge Clarke, «me of 
the Public Service Commissioners, on January 3rd, 1916. the (i.'i6 municipal 
arc lamps consumed in 1!»14, 1,229,385 K. W. hours, for which the taxpavers 
paid ^,,806.10, while in 1015 the 663 arc lamps in use consumed only 963- 
L20 K. W. hours, or 266,165 K. W. hours less than in 1914, but the taxpayers 
paid $4o,817.oO in 1915, which is $11,440.00 more than in 1914, while they re- 
ceived less light measured by 266,165 K. W. hours. 


You charge that the $1,483.90 deducted in 1907 for outages against this 


company was because the company "Became careless in the maintenance of 
your public system on the theory that the outages would amount to less than 
the cost of efficiently keeping your system in condition to give prope- service 
aud properly light the streets." We assume, therefore, that vou arc willin« to 
concede the same reason for the great number and length of outages of the 
present municipal street lamps as now operated, because vour lamps are 
new and of the best manufacture, and their outages can only be accounted for 
by lack of care as you contend; or perhaps, because whcn'thcy are out they 
do not consume electric current, but the, full charge of $53.00"and $56.50 peV 
lamp is maintained, whether they bur,, or not. The increased cost of caring 
for the lamps and the hugely diminished consumption caused bv the outa-s 
may be a clever mun.eipal scheme to put uu.justitmble burdens on the public 
liglilmiS Paul by the taxpayers, in onler to make a better showing of alleged 
profits on the commercial side. 


THESE ARE SOME ADDITIONAL, 


FACTS: 


The books of the municipal plant, as shown and testified to by its book- 


keeper before Judge Clarke, show that the municipal plant furnished one of 
its customers, motors for which the City paid $655.00, and for which the cus- 
tomer paid only $550.00, or $105.00 less than cost; that an electric 
sign -was erected for a City customer for which the City paid $32.00 and no 
charge therefor was made on the books; that a special light was put up at a 
moving picture show-place on Fail-field Avenue and light supplied from the 
municipal lighting wires and no charge made therefor; that a lamp and fix- 
ture were put up at another moving picture place on West Main Street and uo 
charge made therefor. 
Are these thing "Playing politics" or "Playing 


favorites?" It is fair to say. however, to you as members of the Board that 
while the municipal plant is under your general supervision and control that 
you do not and cannot give attention to all the details of its business and should 
nut be held responsible for the above accounts or other details of the manage- 
ment which may not have come to your knowledge. 


You charge that our offer "Contemplates the use of over $100,000.00 of the 


City's property without cost to you." 
If you read oiu- offer you must know 


that it does not contemplate the use of any of the City's property for our use. 
It asks only that the Mercury Arc Rectifier Sets (which are owned by the City 
and used only for rectifying the current for the arc lamps after the current 
passes through the meter) "shall be transferred to the Company's power house 
.on Spy Run Avenue at the Company's expense for the use of the City under 
the contract. The title to all such rectifiers to remain in the City and shall he, 
returned to the City and set up in its plant at the termination of such Contract, 
at the Company's expense, in as good condition as they now are, excepting the 
usual wear and depreciation." 


You know, also, that these Mercury Arc Rectifiers did not cost even as 


much as $20.000.00, and that they were to be used only for rectifying the cur- 
rent after it had passed through the meter at our power house and during the 
contract, and if you accepted the proposal, you would have no use for theui 
at your power house. 


You further say to us: "You again fail to call attention to the fact in 


presenting your proof of the fairness of the $70.00 rate, that you at that time 
used solely the Philadelphia Moonlight Schedule, which means that the lamps 
would burn only on nights not scheduled as moonlight, but on nights that 
were scheduled as moonlight, or partial moonlight nights your lamps were not 
supposed to burn." This statement is not a fact and evidently you have not 
read the contract entered into between the City and the Fort Wayne Electric 
Light aud Power Company, which expressly provided for: 
"324 or more 


electric arc lamps and to keep the same lighted according to the Philadelphia 
Moonlight schedule and AT ALL OTHER TIMES AT NIGHT WHEN THE 
MOON IS OBSCURED, aud the Mayor of said City, or the Board of Public 
Works shall direct lamps to be lighted." 
The schedule on which the streets 


were lighted by the Fort Wayne Electric Light aud Power Company, and sub- 
sequently by the Traction Company, was exactly the same schedule on which 
the streets now are and have been lighted since the construction of the munic- 
ipal plant. That was the usual schedule twelve years and more ago, but today 
every progressive city uses the all-night, cvery-night schedule. 
« 
, 


Our proposition to furnish the current for an all-night schedule was "All- 


night, every night from one-half hour after sun-set to one-half hour before 
sun-rise." This is a schedule of 4.000 hours, and yet you say you are "giving 
a schedule of 3.327 hours within 300 hours of the all-night'schedule, the one 
proposed by your $21.000.00 oiler." The difference between 4.000 and 3.327 
hours is 673 hours instead of 300 hours, as stated by you: but in' your claim of 
3.327 hours you count the full number of hours your lamps ai'c SUPPOSED 
to burn, whether they give light or not. because you do not keep any account 
of the outages and your policemen do not now keep account of or report the 
outages as they did when the Traction Company supplied the lishtinsr. How- 
ever, the people of the City know the condition of tho public lighfins in the res- 
idential and out-lying districts where they cannot have police protection with 
the small number of policemen, and where an all-night system of'lighting is 
therefore necessary for their safety. 


You claim that the comparison of the amount paid to the Traction Com- 


pany for the year 1907, the last year the Company supplied the lights, with the 
cost to the City for the year 1914. was not fair, because the outages in P.I07 
were greater than in former years. It is true that the deduction made for out- 
ages for 1907, as reported by the policemen. WHS $1.165.00 greater than for the 
preceding year, but your claim of alleged profits for 1914 was also $1.185.00 
greater than for any preceding year, so that it would seem that the compari- 
son in this respect is fair. 


You claim that it is unfair to deduct the $5,405.00 paid to the City in 


1907 for pole tax, which "would have increased with the growth of the city and 
the consequent number of poles, and which ceased when the City took away 
the public lighting and thereby destroyed the value of the Company's invest- 
ment in its street lighting plant. The actual profits of any transaction depend 
upon the actual net results. Mr. Wessel made his comparison of alleged sav- 
ings by taking $70.00 as the amount paid per arc lamp, when, if he had read 
the contract or examined ilie City's books, he would have learned that the 
contract provided for deduction for all outages, which were withheld from the 
contract price, and that the City was then receiving from the Traction Com- 
pany $5.405.00 for pole tax, which it lost when it took away the street^ighting. 
Both these items arc necessary to be taken into consideration' in any fiiir com- 
parison of the actual net results or actual net profits to the City. When those 
two items alone are cnnsiderod, the City lost forty-four cents per arc lamp, or 
a total of $248.95 for the year 1914. as stated in our proposal. 


Again, you say that the investment in the municipal plant at the end of 


the year 1914, was $588,204.95, and that only $349,441.34 was paid in taxes. 
You mean, of course, that $349,441.34 was all that was paid in taxes under the 
special levies of seven and one-half cents. Hut who paid the difference? 
You 


know that out of the general funds of the City, paid in by the taxpayers under 
the general levy, there was paid out to the lighting department the following 
sums for the following years:

The lamps being operated 
at present in this city consume 320 watts, give approximately 600 candlepower, 
for which a charge of $53.00 and $56.50 is made. By this comparison you will 
note that they arc furnishing at Indianapolis 100 per cent, more light on the 
streets in addition to furnishing 130 watts more per lamp and their price is 
$15.00 per lamp less than the price charged at present in this city. This, we 
are quite sure you must concede, proves that the present rate charged in Fort 
Wayne is exorbitant.
